ON 080907 AT APPROXIMATELY 1230 HRS I RESPONDED TO 1903 N COUNTRY CLUB IN MESA, AZ WHERE SGT B.

LISTED DAMAGE. DESIRED PROSECUTION FOR CRIMINAL DAMAGE AND WROTE THE ATTACHED STATEMENT. 


SGT CURTIS SAID AFTER HE HAD INITIALLY MET WITH THE BLACK MALE SUSPECT WAS POINTED OUT TO HIM 

AS THE SUSPECT BY SGT CURTIS STOPPED THE SUBJECT AND IDENTIFIED HIM BY HIS AZ ID AS JASON 

POPE. LT PEW WAS STANDING BY WITH POPE BY THE APARTMENT COMPLEX OFFICE AT 1903 N COUNTRY CLUB. SGT

ARMS AROUND BECAUSE HE WAS UPSET BY A FEMALE AND HER SON AT THE BUS STOP WHO WERE SPEAKING IN 
SPANISH.
